CASTRO PUBLISHES DECREE TO 


THAJT EFFECT.

New Colombian Warship, Wanned by 


Americans, Wipes Out the In- 


surgent Fleet. 


Panama. Colombia, Nov. 13.—Ono 


American u-as killed and tv.'o wound- 
ed in a naval battle Tuesday between 
the g-oveninient fleet and two insur- 
gent schoor.ers.

Both Legs fWere Crushed Wednesday 


Evening 'and Death '.Ensued 


Five Hours Later. 


Carl .Workman, 12 years of age, the 


son of Ernest Werkman, • residing at 
Smith and Pontiae streets, -was fear- 
fully mangled beneath the wheels of 
a Wabash freight train near Lafay- 
ette street at 5 o'clock Wednesday 
evening. He died at Hope hospital 
five tours later.

The lad-s father is "employed as a

claimed, "Oh, I wish I had minded 
mamma." 'He was hurried in the po- 
lice ambulance 
to 
Hope Iiospitaj, 


where Dr. A. H. MacBeth 'and T*r. M. 
F. Schick found it necessary to ampu- 
tate both legs. The shock from the 
accident was so severe, however, that 
the patient sank rapidly, and deatfh 
ensued at 10 o'clock. 


Werkman iietained iconE)ciousness 


until the hospital was reached, and 
upon the way there said to Station- 
master Terry, "I could have got on 
the train 
all right if that fellow 


hadn't pulled me off;" and later to 
Dr. MacBeth he said he had 
been 


pulled off the train, but in neiUlier 
case did he say who had done so. Utrs. 
Pierson, residing at ^004 Clay street, 
appears to have been the only iwit- 
ness of the 'affair 
aside from 
the 


trainmen, and she stated to Yard- 
master Pratt, who began an investi- 
gation, that the lad was not pulled 
from the train, but fell. The train 
was in charge of Conductor John Sul- 
livan and Engineer Melville, both of 
Peru. The -body of the unfortunate 
lad was taken to the (Wellman un- 
dertaking rooms to be prerwiwl for 
burial.

STATION. 


Had Been Drinking Hsavily and Al- 


coh'olism Superinduced Pneu- 


jnonia and Peritonitis. 


Chai'lesT. CB«stel,. thirty-nine years 


of age, a cigaiimaker wltno has ibeen 
in the employ of Oooney Bayer, was 
found, dead in a cell at the police 
station at 8 o'clock Wednesday even- 
ing. 
A post mortem examination, 


conducted at the Peltier undertaking 
roo'me by Dr. Van Buskirk at the di- 
rection of Coroner Barnett, estab- 
lished the fact that Bestel's death 
was dus to pneumonia and periton- 
itis, superinduced by alcoholism. 


Bestel, who was quite well known, 


occupied rooms over 816 Bair street 
and was regarded as a man <rf ibright 
intellect, but given to the excessive 
use of liquor. 
He had been drink- 


ing- heavily for several weeks and 
during1 the afternoon called at 
the 


police station and talked1 to officers 
with wlicsn he was well acquainted.

who were sent to investigate, found 
Bcstel and brought him to the sta- 
tion to bff detained until he could 
sober up. 
He was placed on the 


floor of the first cell of the west tier. 
Shon-tly before 6 o'clock, wlien Ser- 
vant Phipps ami Clerk Smith made 
the rounds, B«stel 
appeared to be 


sleeping- 
Two hours later, when 


Phipps again visited the cell, inves- 
tigation showed that the man was 
d;ad and the coroner was1 summoned. 
Physicians believe Bestel had "been 
dend neuvly two hours. 


Bcstel leaves a widow, but no chil-
